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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent, 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published 
under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published under 
Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes 
of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a). 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Markham. 
Markham shoves, Fig. 1, U-head assembly having U-head plate 8 formed of a first wall and a 
second wall with a base therebetween, channel formed by opposing L-shaped extensions 10 
extending dovrawardly from the base, (within which a base plate may extend), a latch 15/16 
attached to one of the extensions with the latch having a tongue 15 for engaging a base plate, 
(exemplified by 5 or portion thereof), with the latch comprising a spring means for biasing the 
tongue towards a base plate captured within the channel of the U-head assembly.

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Abraham et al. 
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Abraham et al. shows, Fig. 2, U-head assembly 66 having U-head plate formed of a first wall 66b 
and a second wall 66b with a base 66c therebetween, channel formed between extensions 66a 
extending downwardly from the base, (within which a base plate may extend), a latch 70 attached 
to one of the extensions as through a hole of one of the extensions with the latch having a tongue, 
(tip of 70), for engaging a base plate which may be captured within the channel of the U-head
